Which Sir Juhu was born in the Pariſh of C. Bar- 
thilemew in Linden, and was Maſter of Arts in the 
Univerſity ot Oxferd: He afterwards ftudy'd the 
Laws in the Inner-Temple ; and in 1637-8, was ſworn 
one of the Six Clerks in Chancery; which Place 
he loft, and had his Eſtate ſequeſter'd, for following 
his Majeſty King charle, the 1ſt to Oxfera, on the 
firſt breaking out ot the Rebellion, 

In which City he continu'd till the Surrender of 
the Garriſon therein to the Parliament, and then 
retiring to London, be took himſelf wholly to his 
Studies, and liv'd a retir'd Life, till the Y-er 1660, 
when he ſerv'd for Rocheſter in that Parliament that 
reſtor'd King charles the 2d; and ſoon after was t- 
inſtated in his Place in Chancery, and by that King 
made a Knight and Baronet.
